The law specifies the responsibility of "ibhe Ministry of Elducatlon for 
the formultftion of the educational policy and for the other eduQational 
institutions in the country. It also specifies the responeibility 
of local administrative bodies in. providing the material and human 
possibilities required for the Irapleraentation of the cornpulsory education 
plan in the primary stage. 

Provision is made in the Jaw for tffe financing of the compulsory 
education plan, for hchdol buildings and for the promotion of studies 
and research on compuisory education. ^ 

According to the law, children under "Compulsory age are required to be 
counted one year ahead of their enrolment in schools by||iay of 
compulsion. Also the numbers of children failing to join schools upon 
reaching the age of compulsion are to be counted.
